ALBANY, Feb. 5.—Mayor Walker, 
after his long talk last night with 
Governor Roosevelt over proposed 
New York City legislation, spent an 
hour today with Senate Leader,John 
Knight and Speaker Joseph A. Mc- 
Ginnies, .discussing the same subject, 
He pleaded warmly with the two 
Republicans to approach the’ legis- 
lative program of ‘the city with an 
open mind, but did not show them 
the bills which he was advocating. 

All the city measures in the present 
batch are being whipped into final 
shape by William J. Cahill, the city’s 
bill drafting commissioner, who was 
left behind at the capital for that 
purpose by Mayor Walker. The 
Mayor told the legislative leaders 
that he expected the measures would 
be ready for introduction late ‘this 
week or early next week. 

While the Mayor discussed in, gen- 
eral terms the city’s legislative 
needs: and the purpose’ of the ‘bills, 
tentative drafts of ‘which . were 
brought: to the capital .by.. commis- 
sioner Cahill, he did not:commit him- 
self, so far as could be’'léarned: to- 
night, to the unification of thé city’s 
transit lines provided for in the 
Board ‘of Transit control pill. which, 
°| perhaps, was the most important 
measure of the lot. 

Urges Sanitary Control Action. 

Mayor Walker does not. want the 
city to: be tied-up to this particular 
form of unification, and-the bill that 
was brought here is purely a permis- 
sive "measure. ‘The Mayor hopes. it: 
will be enacted ‘in a form: that will 
not make it binding. upon the city, 
but leave it optional whether to use 
the law or not. . 

The Mayor stressed as urgently 


necessary the passage of legislation. 


provided in the Board -of . Sanitary 
Control bill to’ enable'the city to take 
adequate steps for garbage reduction. 

He told. the legislative leaders that 
the Federal Government had 'virtu- 
ally served notice upon the city that 
the practice of disposing of garbage 
by loading. it on scows to be dumped 
at sea must be abandoned, since it is 
deadly to fish life and a peril to 
health.

Using Oxygen-Inflated , Masks, 
Navy Men Make Way 40 Feet 
to Surface From the S-4.. 


Experimenters. ‘Get ‘Out’ From 
Two Parts of Craft as Tender: 
Stands By Off Key West. :

ON BOARD THE U.S. 5S. MAL- 
LARD, OFF KEY WEST, F'la., Feb. 
5.—For what is believed by aval, ex- 
perts to-be the first time ‘in the ‘nis- 
tory of the sea, man today ‘escaped 
from: a sunken submarine withou: 
outside aid by use:of a safety device. 

Ina series of tests being conducted 
‘near Smith Shoals, eleven miles -off 
Key West, two men attached to the 
tender Mallard. twice made their way 
safely frorn the. sunken submarine 
S-4, lying in forty, feet of water, to 
the ‘surface of. the sea. 

Using oxygen-inflated masks, which 
covered their. heads, the..men first 
made their way to the surface ‘from: 
tthe escape hatch and a few minutes 
later descended ‘into the submarine 
again and succeeded in escaping from 
the motor room.

Not one confirmatory word that 
either man was being seriously con- 
sidered for the portfolio was forth- 
coming from Mr. Hoover or any per- 
ron close to him, but talk persisted 
that the place was going to one of 
these men. — 

The fact that Dr. Wilbur, who is a 
brother of the Secretary of the Navy, 
has received a two years’ leave of 
absence from Stanford. University 
was a principal reason advanced in 
support of the ‘guess’”’ that he will 
be the next Secretary of the In- 
terior. 

The backing of Mr. Cates by Sena- 
tors Smoot of Utah, Oddie of Ne- 
vada and other prominent Western 
Republicans was why others in»the 
Miami Beach political group insisted 


that the Salt Lake City man was the 
one who had. the-inside-track.. .. 

Summed up, this is all there is to 
the matter. There is no official word 
from any source to sustain the asser- 
tion that either Dr. Wilbur. or Mr. 
Cates is being considered for the 
place. The only thing admitted is 
that: both are eminently qualified, 
but so are others who it is under- 
stood have been suggested to Mr.

Colonel Winship has 
Jong been in close contact with Phil- 
ippine problems, and this was the 
controlling reason for Colonel Stim- 
son’s action in making him his prin- 
cipal adviser when he accepted from 
President Coolidge the tender of 
Governor General of the islands. 
Another name suggested as Colonel 
Stimson’s successor at Manila is 
Big. Gen. Frank R. McCoy, who was 
among the closest of all army offi- 
cers: to Governor General Leonard 
Wood. Recently he was selected by 
President Coolidge to supervise the 
Nicaraguan elections. ere is no 
question but that he will, like Colo- 
nel Winship, have strong backing for 
the position. 
Vice Governor General Gilmore has 
also been suggested as a probable 
successor of ‘Colonel Stimson. :

David Koppleman, head of the 
Cordon Products Company of 17 
East.Seventeenth Street, was found 
guilty in Yorkville Court yesterday 
in what has been looked upon as a 
tost case involving so-called ‘‘weep- 
ing racketeers.”’ 

Koppleman’s company and several 
othérs were investigated by the De- 
partment of Welfare on complaints 
that they had sent out salesmen 
trained to arouse sympathy to sell 
goods from house to house on the 
plea that part of the profits were 
to go to charity. Ronayne Sullivan, 
Welfare Department inspector who 
investigated. said all other com- 
panies would be rounded up.if they 
continued those practices. - - 

Magistrate Gottlieb, fitiing Kopple- 
man $250 but suspending sentence on 
an additional three months’ work- 
house term,. issued; an,.opinion in 
which he scored Koppleman’ and 
Father M. de 8S. Caralt, a Spanish 
priest, whose work, the magistrate 
said, was not recognized, by the New 
York diocese. 

The priest had testified that as 
head of the Non-Sectarian Mission at 
12 Dover Street he had received at 
least $100 a month from Kopple- 
man’s business for ‘poor children. 
The magistrate said in his opinion: 

“The combination’ of the defendant 
and this priest was, I believe, con- 
ceived by them both in order to reap 
financial profit and the, 25: per: cent 
upon the net profit which the priest 
alleges was being paid to him by 
Koppleman was added to the price 
the consumer paid for the article.” 

The magistrate went on to describe 
a visit tothe mission building, which 
he asserted was ‘‘thoroughly dilapi- 
dated and dangerous,”’ and he added: 

“TI do not believe that this building 
was ever used for mission purposes 
and I do not think that Father 
Caralt is altogether altruistic in his 
endeavors to help the children. This 
court has no hesitation in declaring 
that in its judgment such combina- 
tions as this ought not to be per- 
mitted to exist. That combination 
was not, in the mind of this court, 
altruistic. The effect. was to take 
money away from legitimate chari- 
ties of the Catholic Church.- monevs 
that in the ordinary course would 
have come to the Church and _ its 
missions.

AMERICAN CLAIMS SETTLED. 


China’s Offer of $450,00 for Nanking 
Incident Is Accepted. 


NANKING, Feb. 5 (2.—It- was 
learned. today from official sources, 
although no. formal announcement 
was made, that the Chinese-Ameri- 
can commission on claims for dam- 
age to American life and property in 
the Nanking incident of March 24, 
1927, has completed its work. 

The claims grew out of the bom- 
bardment of Socony Hill, where 
British and Americans had taken 
refuge from Chinese revolutionists. 

It was stated that the American 
commissioners had accepted China's 
offer to pay .$450,000, not including 
waived missionary claims amounting 
to $200,000. The Americans origina!- 
ly claimed. $537,500. 

A Chinese-British mixed commis- 
sion is seeking a settlement of Brit- 
ish claims amounting to about $3,000,- 
000 growing out of the same incident. 
A settlement of those claims, how- 
ever, is not even near.

Tribanal Decides Czechoslovakia 
Should Pay Archduke and Others 
for Seized Property. 


OTHER AFFAIRS LESS ACUTE 


Japanese Minister Prepares for Long 
Stay in Shanghai to Clear Up 
Remaining Disputes.

SHANGHAI, Feb. 5.—Another gleam 
of hope for an early settlement of 
those Sino-Japanese problems that 
continue to obstruct a return to nor- 
mal, friendly relations between the 
two nations appeared today when, 
after an all-night conference here in 


the home of Dr. C. T. Wang, Na- 
tionalist Government Forei; Min- 
ister, it was semi-officially an- 
nounced that an eement had been 
reached on the Tsinan-fu incident 
of May, 1928. 

Kenkichi Yoshizawa, the Japanese 
Minister and negotiator, said that as 
a result of the conversations the ne- 
gotiations on the Tsinan-fu affair 
‘*had almost been brought to a suc- 
cessful concluSion,’® adding that both 
sides were preparing documents 
founded on the new agreement whicn 
would be submitted the negotia- 
tors’ respective governments for ap- 
proval. 

It is again generally believed that 
progress was made in the conversa- 
tions which began late yesterday 
and did not close until 4:30 this morn- 
ing, although in view of the frequent 
resumption of the parleys and the 
subsequent breaks there is an at- 
mosphere of skepticism pending pub- 
lication of the terms of the agree- 
ment and its final signature. 

Mystery continues to surround the 
terms, which will not be announced 
until approved by Nankin and 
Tokio, but it is safe to conjecture 
that Dr. Wang continued to insist 
on the evacuation of Japanese troops 
from Shantung as a basis for settle- 
ment. 

Persons close to both Ministers in- 
dicate that possibly each agreed to 
recompense victims or tne families 
of victims of the Tsinan affair, and 
that China gave assurances to pro- 
tect fully Japanese residing in Shan- 
tung as well as throughout China 
after the withdrawal of Japanese 
troops from Chinese. soil. 

There is one drawback to optimistic 
views of the latest turn of events, 
namely, the fact that reports from 
Tokio indicate.that Premier. Tanaka 
is. unwilling to consider immediate 
evacuation of Shantung; which is the 
basis ‘of Nanking’s demands, and, 
further, ‘that the Premier’s party ap- 
pears to be stanchly holding its own 
in ‘the present session of the Diet, 
which seems to show a tendency to 
support a strong policy toward China 
at all costs. 

Interest is now centring on the 
terms of the Yoshizawa-Wang agree- 
ment and whether both governments 
will ratify it. 


Tokio Sees Blame Removed. 
Wireless to THE New. YoRK TIMEs. 
TOKIO, Feb. 5.—Withdrawal of 
Japanese troops from  Shantung 
probably will be hasteried by the set- 
tlement of the Tsinan-fu question, 
news of which was officially con- 
firmed here today. 


The nature of the assurances ob- 
tained for the safety of Japanese 
residents is undisclosed. It would 
not be surprising to observers here, 
however, if they simply consist in 
—— for Japanese troops dis- 
ciplined Chinese soldiers, presumably 
of Feng Yu-hsiang’s army. 

The settlement is creditable to the 
diplomacy of both sides, for although 
the Tsinan affair belonged to the 
past, it has become a question in- 
vo. g national pride and prestige. 
The eement disposes of e 
charge t Japan occupied Tsinan 
as part of a larger policy aimed at 
detaching Manchuria, for if Japan 
had pursued such a policy difficulty 
over tees furnished an easy 
pretext for remaining indefinitely. 
It also indicates that a considerable 
enlargement of Feng’s military 
strength is compatible with Nan- 
king’s idea of preserving internai 
peace by a balance of power among 
the war lords.

Yoshizawa did good work when he 
went, rhaps, more than half way 
to meet Nationalists’ demands. 


Chief Obstacle to Amity Removed. 


The agreement removes the prin- 
cipal obstacle to making a beginning 
of a general clearing up of Chinese- 
Japanese relations, which the Gov- 
ernment here desires. The next im- 
portant task is the negotiation of a 
treaty which will place the relations 
of the two countries on a new basis 
and will have, by operation of the 
most favored nation clause, a vital 
bearing on China’s international re- 
lations. 

A report that the Japanese Le 
tion is being transferred to Nanking 
from Peking is groundless. But M. 
Yoshizawa is peoparing for a long 
stay in Shanghai in order to negoti- 
ate a new treaty which, when con- 
cluded, will involve the removal of

ital, Nanking.

MOSCOW, Feb. 5.—Russia’s great- 
est scientist, Ivan Petrovich Pavloff, 
the eighty-year-old physiologist whose 
researches on ‘‘unconditioned re- 
flexes,’’ his .followers say, ‘have 
changed psychology: from an. em- 
pirical to a positive science, although 
the world at large does not yet. know 
it, has come into conflict with. the 
Soviet Government. 

The Russian Academy of Science, 
founded 200 years ago by Peter the 
Great, ‘‘made peace’’ with the So- 
viet at the bicentenary .celebrations 
in the Fall of 1925 and Pavloff him- 
self, its most distinguished member, 
actually receives for his laboratory 
an annual subsidy thirteen and a 
half times greater than it obtained 
under the Czar. 

Lenin greatly admired him and he 
always received complete freedom for 
journeys abroad. Last year he lec- 
tured at Oxford and this year ac- 
cepted an invitation to attend inter-, 


national physiological and chologi- 
cal congresses in the United States. 
Soviet Wants Reds in Academy. 
But a few weeks ago the Kremlin 
decided as part of its general social- 
ization program that it was desirable 
to have Communist representatives 
in the academy. Three names pro 
posed, Bukharin, Pokrovski and Ry- 
azanoff, were readily accepted by the 
academy’s presiding committee and 
recommended by it to sub-committees 
and a general meeting for election. | 
Three other nominees, however, 
roved less acceptable. Pavloff bold- 
y declared: ; 
‘“The academy should always admit 
men of individual-eminence in what- 
ever field of knowledge, but these 
three are nobodies.”’ 
Nevertheless the presiding commit- 
tee and subcommittees, where the 
voting is open and public, agreed to 
recommend them, whereupon Pavloff 
said: 
‘T will never again set foot in this 
scandalized building.” 
A general meeting where the vote 
was by secret ballot failed to give 
the second three the required two- 
thirds approval.

tem,” ‘which was uprooted by the 
strike of 1910 in the cloak and suit 
industry, :‘‘has again, returned to 
plague our industry,’ Benjamin 
Schlesinger, president of. the Inter- 
national Ladies’ Garment. Workers’ 
Union, addressing a group of shop 
chairmen last night at Webster Hall, 
urged them to ‘‘tear out the evil root 
end branch -so that it may never 
show its face again.” 

**You ‘al! ‘know that ohe of the 
greatest achievements of the protocol 
of peacé arranged in 1910 by Supreme 
Ccurt Justice Brandeis and public 
spirited citizens, was to end the 
‘padrone system’ which had up to 
that time existed among cloak and 
suit workers,’’ said Mr. Schlesinger. 
“Under this system a cloakmaker 
took four or five helpers into a shop 
and received the wages for the entire 
group. He distributed as much or as 
little as possible among the people 
who worked for him. 'The employer 
in a shop recognized but a few men. 
These were the ‘padrones’ or ‘inside 
contractors,’ who profited by the 
arrangement. The helpers had no 
standing and received no considera- 
tion from the employer. 

“I regret to say that as a result of 
the communist debacle in our indus- 
try matters have gone from bad to 
‘worse and the system of ‘padrones’ 
has again come to life. This system 
‘was one of the worst evils of the old 
sweat shop system which reached its 
culmination in the 1910 strike. 

“The union is doing all it can to 
check the evil. It can only further 
this work through continued and 
active organizing in the shops. For 
this purpose we are raising a fund of 
$250, in the form of a bond issue 
for three years paying interest at 5 
per cent and secured by the property 
of the union. It is a great pleasure 
to report to you that workers in a 
good many shops have subscribed 
liberally to the fund and that mem- 
bers of the general public who are 
sympathetic to our attempis to put 
down the returning evil of the sweat 
shov have come forward to help us. 

“The sweat shop evil in our indus- 
try is being fostered by the growth 
of the chain store system. These 
chain stores, once former purchasers 
of cloaks, suits and dresses from 
manufacturers, now buy cloth, dis- 
tribute it among the sweat shops 
and have the garments made up di- 
rect. Needless to say this system 
leads to demoralization of the work- 
ers, slipshod workmanship, low 
wages, long hours, loss of business 
by the legitimate manufacturer and 
a. further depression of the indus- 
try’s standards. 

“The money now being raised by 
the bond issue will go toward re- 
habilitating the union in order to 
make it the strong | factor it once 
was in ‘1c industry.’”’ 

Mr. Schiesinger specifically dis- 
claimed referring, in his charges, to 
the Industrial Council of Cloak and 
Suit Manufacturers and the jobbers 
and contractors associations. 

“The employers having contractual 
Telations with the union in our in- 
dustry are just as eager as we are 
to stamp out the ‘padrone’ evil,’’ he 
said. ‘‘These conditions do not exist 
in their shops and are confined to 
the outlaw shops that slink and hide 
from union control as long as they 
can.”’

Start Campaign April 16 in Phila-

Failure on, the part of Boston to 
make up its official. mind as to 
whether or. not the Braves should 
receive a permit to play Sunday base- 
ball in the Hub. tossed something 
akin to confusion into the ranks of 
the. club owners of the National 
League as they convened yesterday 
for their annual Spring schedule 


meeting at the Hotel Waldorf-As- 
toria. 


However, though this was. some- 
thing new in the history of the or- 


ization, the magnates did not find 
emselves at a loss to know what 
action to take in the peculiar circum- 
stances. They did not adopt: their 
1929 schedule, but turned it k to 
President John A. Heydler, with in- 
structions to act upon it as exigencies 
demand. 

On Feb. 14 President Heydler will 
release the schedule, for: publication. 
If by that time Boston ts the 
Braves a Sunday permit, the sched- 
ule will —— with Sunday dates 
for Boston included. If no permit is 
granted, a schedule with the Sunday 
dates omitted will be released and 
alterations will be e whenever 
Boston gets around to granting the 
permit, if ever. : 

It all is rather confusing and an- 
noying to the magnates of the Na- 
tional League, ‘but there was no 
other action that could be taken: 


Application Tabled for Weel. 


At a meting last Monday the Bos- 
ton Council tabled the. application of 
the Braves for a week, announcing 
at the same time it would‘ hold a 
public hearing on the case ‘on Fri- 


day. So while Judge Emil Fuchs, 
head of the Braves, expressed assur- 
ance that everything would come 
out all right in the end, the Na- 
tional League owners had nothing 
else to do but turn their schedule 
over to the custody of their league 
president. 

But —— of what happens to 
Sunday baseball in Boston President 
Heydler announced that the National 
League season would open on April 
16, with the Giants appearing in 
Philadelphia, the Robins in Boston, 
the Cardinals in. Cincinnati,and the 
Pirates in Chicago. 

Leaving the somewhat tangled 
schedule matter as it is, the owners 
then decided to smash precedent still 
further, and by a unanimous vote 
amended their le e constitution to 
— for the office of a vice presi- 

ent. 

This done, they conferred the sig- 
nal honor of being. the first ‘vice 
president in. the . fifty-three years’ 
history of the * upon Barne 
Dreyfuss, head of the Pittsburg 
Pirates. Heretofore the office of 
vice president has been held jointly 
with that of the president. 

Dreyfuss is the dean of club own- 
ers in the league. He first blossomed 
forth as a m te in 1892 as head 
of the Louisville club and came into 
the National League in 1900 as presi- 
dent of the Pirates, a —— he has

Soldier, Poet and Dramatist. 


Baron Ehrenfried Gunther . von 
Huenefeld was a soldier, ‘poet and 
dramatist, but. he was best known 
for his :flight. from Baldonnel Air- 
drome, near Dublin in the Irish Free 
State, to Greenely Island, Labrador, 
on April 12 and 13,.1928. His com- 
panions then were Captain Hermann 
Koehl, pilot, and Commandant 
James E: Fitzmaurice: of -the : Irish 


Free State Air Force. Flying con- 
tinuously: for ‘thirty-six and one-half 
hours, they made’ the first westward 
non-siop’ transatlanti¢é air passage 
and landed when their’ fuel supply 
was almost exhausted. 

Baton von Huenefeld, the son of a 
Prussian’ Army officer, was ‘bom 
May'1, 1892, in Koenigsberg. He at- 
tended the Gymnasium Steglitz, near 
‘Berlin, and 1911 entered the Uni- 
versity of Berliri. In his boyhood he 
was a great lover of sports, being 
particularly ‘interested in fencing. 
But at the age of 15 he was com- 
pelled by a weak. heart’ to give up 
violent forms of exercise. 

As early as 1913 aviation aroused 
the interest of von Huenefeld,. But 
though after his transatlantic flight

From: such »a- dialogue, a limit- 
ing definition-of- an expert finally 
emerged. Sir Joseph said: ‘‘An ex- 
pert must be a person who can tell 
an original painting’ from a copy.”’ 

Court, counsel and Sir. Joseph 
struggled ‘with “attempts” to” distin- 
guish to the satisfaction of all con- 
cerned the difference between an ex- 
pert and a specialist, between a copy 
and a replica. It was agreed at last 
that a copy would be doné by ‘a per- 
son who didnot paint the original. 
A replica would be a repetition of an 
original picture by. the same artist, 
but no agreement was réached as to 
the exactness of repetition necessary 
to keep the second picture from be- 
ing a néw subject. 

Just before counsel began to ques-

Q. Then it is necessary to sée 
either the painting itself or a phcto- 
graph of it? A.- Yes. 

Q. In this case, however, you saw 
neither when you passed judgment 
on the Hahn painting? <A. In this 
case I saw neither. 

Just before the adjournment of the 
examination Mrs. Hahn’s counsel be- 
gan to question Sir: Joseph about his 
general busine.s relations with the 
array of experts whose judgment has 
been summoned to support him dur- 
ing the trial. Among them is Bern- 
hard Berensen, recognized authority 
on the works of da Vinci. He passed 
judgment on the Hahn painting at a 
hearing in Paris: préliminary the 
presen trial. “It is not even a good 
copy,’ > Mr. Berensen declared at that 

me, 

Sir Joseph admitted yesterday that 
he had business relations with Mr.

SHONGOOD AND AIDE 
PLEAD NOT GUILTY 


“This Is “All a Mistake,” He 
Comments on. Charge. of 
. Stealing Bankrupt’s Assets. 


SAYS HIS BOOKS ‘ARE OPEN 


“Will Beat Case,” Counsel Asserts 


-—Cashier.of Ousted Federal 
Auctioneer Is Silént. 


Charles Shongood, United ‘States 
Auctioneer for the Southern District 
of New York for, nearly twenty-five 
years, and his cashier, Miss Kathryn 
J. McGopgh; pleaded: not guilty yes- 
terday to an indictment charging em- 
bezzlement and conspiracy to conceal 
assets of the bankrupt Guaranteed 
Garment.. Company, Inc.,.. at «520 
Eighth Avenue. They were, released 
by Federal Judge William Bondy in 
$5.000 bail each for trial on March 11. 

Shongood told newspaper men that 
he was wholly innocent of any wrong- 
doing and, that his ‘‘books are open 
to the whole world.’’ 

‘This is all a mistake,’’ he declared. 

“There is nothing to it. You will see 
that, clearly. in time.’’ 
: “We will beat. this case,” said 
Robert P. Levis, Republican Assem- 
bly District leader, who is Shongood’s 
attorney. ‘To those who know Mr. 
Shongood the indictment. can- bring 
no doubt of his integrity, business 
acumen and general trustworthiness. 
I have known him for many years, 
not only in politics but as a personal 
friend. The indictment charges a 
conspiracy and, as one of the overt 
acts, sets forth that Mr. Shongood 
conducted an auction sale in further- 
ance of the order of the court.’’ 

Mr. Levis pointed. out that, while 
the conspiracy was. alleged tt pane 
existed during a.period —— "abo 
Nov. 1.to Nov 1928,’ no acted 
was taken —— his client until 
last week, when..he was summarily 
removed as United States Auctioneer 
by action of the Federal judges of 
this. district. 

United States Attorney. Tuttle. said 
on Monday that-he received informa- 
tion ‘about. Shongood’s: activities only 
about a week ago, when he was told 
of them by-Harris Berlack,.who was 
receiver for the. garment company. 
Before that time,: however, Mr. Ber- 
lack. had ‘reported - to the Federal 
judges that he:hed been offered $200 
not to make any report of the actual 
amount realized at ‘the auction of 
the garment company’s assets. 

The sale in-question was: held by 
Shongood on Nov.. 5:last, which ind 
cates that, if Mr,- -Berlack reported 

romptly the alleged:attempt to bribe

$10,000 a year and three assistants 
‘at $7,500 each. 

While the committee was acting on 
‘the White bill, which has the appro- 
val of the administration, Judge Eu- 
gene O. Sykes, vice president of the 
Federal Radio Commission, was tell- 
. | ing the Senate Interstate. Commerce 

|} Committee that it would take the 
Radio Commission .two years or 
more to complete its work of restor- 
ing order in the air. 

Calls Reallocation a Compromise. 
=| The reallocation plan of Nov. 11, 
he said, was really a compromise, 

especially as to cleared channels and 
high power. The number of licenses’ 


as between zones has not yet been 
equalized, he stated. 


Judge Sykes testified that many 
nooedcanting stations are not satis- 

fied with:what they got: under the 
new plan, and h are. being 
given as fast as possible. There 
were still seventy-one stations which 
had not yet been heard on their 
complaints. Answering questions, 
Judge Sykes said the radio law does 
not treat broadcasting stations as 
common carriers, and neither does 
the commission. 

The question of use of profane and 
obscene language over the radio was 
raised by committee members, espe- 
cially in connection with a station 
in Louisiana. 


Refers to Canadian Situation. 


Senator Hawes of Missouri sug- 
gested that there should be some 
way of stopping such an abuse of 
the radio privilege. Judge Sykes in- 
dicated that no complaints on that 
score had been filed with the com- 
mission. He thought a station so 
offending could be taken off the air. 

Judge Sykes gave testimony with 
respect to the allocation of. short 
waves, both for transoceanic and 
transcontinental use. He said that 
all of the short .waves available for | 
continental use had not yet been 
allocated, and referred to the Cana- 
dian situation as the reason for this. 

The witness was questioned as to 
}the allocation of: short waves for 
news services, and stated that twenty 
short waves had been set apart for 
the use of the press. He expressed 
the opinion that newspapers inter- 
ested should combine into one com- 
pany for the transmission of news on 
short waves. The allocation of short 
waves to twelve or thirteen different 
agencies had resulted in a disagree- 
ment, he said, which he predicted 
would be the case when the alloca- 
tions were authorized. 

Senator Dill of Washington’ re- 
marked that he had been informed 
that certain - “‘big newspapers were 
dominating the situation’ as regards 
these twenty short waves. 


Urges. Authorization of Counsel. 


Pending litigation affecting the 
Radio Commission was discussed by 
Judge Sykes, who endorsed the pro- 
vision in the White bill authorizing 
the creation of the office of chief 
counsel and three assistants. He ex- 
pressed hope that cases pending in

While the bill F general is 
a desirable one, this particular regu- 
Jation is fundamentally unsound in 
thatthe State should not’ regulate 
the height of buildings and put the 
cities under a restriction which will 
interfere with their natural growth 
and eventually will seriously affect 
real estate values. 

‘“‘New York under the new law will 
suffer particularly. because, while the 
eles oon osed law affects only residential 

uild: ngs, the next step would cer- 
tainty e to restrict the heights of 
business buildings inasmuch as 
back of ine proposed innovation is 
the campaign that has gone on not 
only in mie s city but throughout = 
country for fifty years against tal 
buildings. When a community 

wishes to impose restrictions on the 
heights there should be no limits to, 
its ability to do so, but it is: almost 
unthinkable ¢hat the State should as- 
sume to take from cities the power 
that the cities must have if they are 
to adequately govern themselves.

‘The —— news of yesterday’s 
financial markets was the engage- 
ment of gold at London. Large pur- 
chases for New York had been ex- 
pected, after the fall of sterling be- 
low the “‘gold point’ in the last few: 
days; but the amount announced ex- 
ceeded estimates. It was, in fact, 
somewhat difficult to trace . the 
Source of the $15,700,000 gold which 
was stated to have been engaged. 
The cay’s arrivals at London from 
the Transvaal had been given as 
$3,800,000 and the Bank of England 
announced. $4,900,000 as withdrawn 
today for export; which would make 
an. apparent total of only $8,700,000. 

The discrepancy -will doubtless in 
time be reconciled; it may have 
arisen from engagement at the Bank 
without immediate withdrawal. In 
any case, the day’s engagements for 
New York were exceptionally large, 
and they had only the slightest. effect 
in strengthening sterling rates. So 
far as ‘concerns the increase in our 
own gold holdings, the Reserve 
Bank’s recerit summary showed that, 
from October to January inclusive, 
we gained $89,900,000 through net gold 
imports and lost :$105,300,000 through 
“‘earmarkings.”*. On the basis of 
these figures, an engagement of $15,- 
700,000 this week would almost ex- 
actly balance the two accounts. But 
the effect of yesterday’s withdrawals 
en London and the Bank of England 
is different. It is difficult to suppose 
that an advance in the London bank 
rate is not brought distinctly nearer— 
with what result, it is-a matter of 
pure conjecture. 

The large gold engagements at Lon- 
don were known to Wall Street: dur- 
ing business hours, yet the news pro- 
duced no visible effect on the stock 
market, where prices moved with 
quite as much irregularity and inde- 
cision as the day before. Declines of 
2 to 6 points were as numerous as 
advances of the same extent, and the 
“averages’’ were lower. There were 
a few stocks which rose 13 or 20 
points and a few that fell 6 or 9, 
Seemingly, the market took no more 
interest in the actual news of the 
gold movement than it had taken be- 
fore in the news of ‘ne piled-up 
brokers’ loans. In so far as ‘‘news’’ 
was really a factor, the excited bid- 
ding-up of the airplane shares might 
doubtless be ascribed to the front- 
page stories of ‘‘distance flights.’’ 
This particular association of news 
and intrinsic values might perhaps 
be called more emotional than severe- 
ly analytic. Yet great ‘‘bdjms’’ even 
in’ Europe’s industrial shares used in 
the old days to be promoted by tak- 
ing prospective investors in special 
trains to the steel mills, showing 
them the piled-up stock of pig iron 
in the yards, and asking how the 
shares of. a company with such sur- 
roundings could fail to rise indef- 
initely. 

The monthly index numbers show 
an advance in average commodity 
prices during January, but the differ- 
ence is less than 1 per cent. The 
general average is in fact barely 1 
per cent above that-of last February. 
Between May of 1927 and May. of 
1928 there was a rise of 9 per cent, 
chiefly because of cereal prices; but 
2% per cent of this has subsequently 
been lost, and in general the picture 
of the past twelve months is one of 
unusually stable values. 

Like most of what has happened in 
the trend. of prices during these 
periods, the most striking and anoma- 
lous fact about it has been the glar- 
ing contrast between the movement 
in commodity markets and the move- 
ment on the Stock Exchange. Infla- 
tion of credit is assigned, even by 
believers in the present range of 
stock market valuations, as a primary 
cause for them. But inflation of 
credit rarely operates in a «ingle re- 
stricted channel, and the final ex- 
planation for its action on such lines 
in the recent market must be that 
psychology and imagination have 
played a part in Wall Street that 
they could not play in the broader 
field of trade.
